others. . Not only-so, but call citizens, including those who exercise every care, 
are heavily taxed to: matntain firefighting sérvices and through. the payment 
ot unduly high premiums. for insurance which the fire insurance companies 
are. forced to levy on all because of heavy fire losses brought about: by ‘the 
carelessness. of the few,

_inig to noxious weeds were made more: stringent and rigorously enforced. 

Railway companies . aré doing their utmost to protect people at level 
crossings, but hardly-a day passes but some unavoidable accident is recordéd;- 
the direct result of carelessness, negligence on the part of the individual, or 
downright foolbardiness. Simce the advent of the automobile many an en 
gineer’s hair has been turned grey and ‘his nerves shattered through the rash- 
ness of car drivers dashing across tracks in front of an approaching train. 
Some people act as though, railway crossing signs read: “Don’t stop; don’t 
look, don’t listen. This is a*railway track. Dash full speed ahead.” 

A little careful attention to these things on the part of all people would 
result in enormous savings to. the individual, the Government and the public 
generally, would prevent much suffering, and.many. life-long Fegrets.
